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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 
Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In page 1 , 
delete "according to the preamble of claim 1" and ""The realization follows from claim 1". 
In page 2, delete This makes the extension of the invention according to claim 2 
possible" and "according to claim 2" and ""according to claim 4". In page 3, delete 
"according to claims 6 to 7" and "as provided by claim 7" and "according to claim 8". In 
page 4, delete "according to claim 9". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 1, 
change "Device" to -A device-. In claims 2-9, line 1 , respectively, change "Device" to 
-The device-. In claim 1 , line 5 and claims 2-9, line 2, respectively, change 
"characterized by the fact that" to -wherein-. In claims 4 and 5, line 1, respectively, 
change "claim 1" to -claim 2-. In claim 8, line 3, change "the" before "supply line" to -a 
- . Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claim 1 , the recited phraseology "Device for the illumination of the stope supports in a 
longwall face with light sources and with system controller devices at each of the stope supports as well 
as with, for each, one control power supply unit for, in each case, a limited number of system controllers 
to supply them with low voltage" is not clear. It appears to be a litteral translation from a foreign language. 
Applicant is required to clarify. 

As per claim 9, the phraseology ". . .that in the supply line for the light sources an AC generator, and in the 
supply line between the AC generator and each of the groups a rectifier is connected, where the rectifiers 
of both groups are directed in opposite senses" is not clear for the same reason presented above. 
Applicant is required to clarify. 

Claims 2-8 are rejected by virtue of their dependencies from claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fearing, Jr. et al., Patent No. 5,534,664, cited by Applicant. 

As per Claim 1 , Fearing, Jr. discloses in Fig.1 a device for the illumination of the stope supports 
in a longwall face with light sources (32) and with system controller devices (22) at each of the stope 
supports as well as with, for each, one control power supply unit (26) for, in each case, a limited number 
of system controllers (22) to supply them with low voltage (see Col. 4, lines 7-1 1 ), characterized by the 
fact that the light sources (32) are connected to the control power supply units (26) via plugs (172). 
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As per claim 9, Fearing, Jr. discloses the light sources (32) capable of being switched on 
simultaneously divided into two groups, that in the supply line (30) for the light sources (32) an AC 
generator via input cable (20), and in the supply line (30) between the AC generator and each of the 
groups (32); a rectification provided in the control power supply unit (26) to output a 12 Vdc at supply line 
(30). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fearing, 
Jr. et al in view of Okazaki et al., Patent No. 6,81 7,1 23. 

Fearing, Jr. discloses the claimed invention substantially as explained above except for LEDs 
being provided as the light sources. Okazaki discloses in Figs. 1-6 a device (D1) for the illumination of 
supports in a longwall face (1) with LEDs (7) provided as the light sources. It would have been obvious to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ the LEDs as taught 
by Okazaki into the Fearing, Jr. type device, because it would allow a minimization of a light emitting area 
as compared to using conventional lights, less consumption of power and an improvement in visibility of a 
nonluminous area in the daytime and at night. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fearing, 
Jr. et al in view of Rosch et al, Pub. No. EP0817145, cited by Applicant. 

Fearing, Jr. discloses the claimed invention substantially as explained above except for the 
switching on of the light sources done by presence detectors. This feature is well known in the art as 
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evidenced by Rosen which discloses in Fig. 2 an illumination device having a control unit (9) to switch On 
lights based on presence detectors (4) (see abstract). It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ the presence detectors as taught by 
Rosch into the Fearing, Jr. type device because it would allow the device to operate upon detection of 
any movement of objects (e.g. persons) in a particular area such as a room. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-6 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
